artist was P. T. Barnum. later to be-

much later for it was not until April. 
1S71. that the Greatest Show on Earth 
opened in Brooklyn. N. V. 


Barnum's career covers much of the 


nineteenth century and- the author 
of this recent book says "The things 
that Barnum id were often so curious, 
sometimes so incredible and always 
so picturesaue that many readers may 
be inclined to doubt their accuracy. 
Although about ten different autobio- 
graphies were written by Barnum 
from time to time.

enrolled since the course was first 
given. 
Many of them now occupy 


prominent positions as breeders, dairy- 
men, seedsmen, horticulturists, agri- 
cultural college professors, farm or- 
ganization leaders and public officials. 
But 95 per cent are farmers and 90 
per cent of them are "Wisconsin farm- 
ers. 
The course has. it is clear, not 


"educated the boys away from the 
farm." but made of the boys the most 
successful farmers in the state. 


Short course men. Mr. Amundsen 


said.'are much in demand as livestock 
managers, dairy herdsmen, cow test- 


ers, general farm managers and farm 
hands.

spread and the sorrow genuine. The 
tributes to the former chief have come as 
spontaneously and wholeheartedly from 
his political opponents as from his sup- 
porters. 
They have revealed tlae fact 


that in crucial moments and the hours of 
national test the American people are 
drawn together by common bond and un- 
derstanding. This is a fact of first im- 
portance, because it shows that while we 
stress cur political differences keenly and 
at times acrimoniously we have in the 
background true brotherhood and a pro- 
per estimation of our duty as citizens and 


• the value of our democracy. 


It is only in the loss of Mr. Harding 


that we gain, a full"appreciation of our re- 
gard for him and his simple virtues; that 
Tve are able to properly and adequately 
appraise his service to the nation. This is 
bpcause we are intensely national in spirit 
and because we^love and respect those 
•who typify our nationalism and represent 
us in the great responsibilities of the 
presidency. The country liked Mr. Har- 
ding better than it knew, better than it 
admitted.

•world vision of his predeec^nr. he n<>v*r- 
thelw* strove to promote international 
peace and his policies were invariably di- 
rcrted to this end.

hiftorio significance was his armament 
limitation conference -while he died in the 
advocacy of the International Court o£ 


Justice, both potent agencies for advanc- 
ing (he security of the world, 
lie was 


fortunate in surroundingjiimsclf with an 
able cabinet and we are firmly of the 
opinion that another four years of the 
collective judgment and tendencies of the 
cabinet and the president would have pro- 
duccd cooperation with Europe for its 
restoration and for the enforcement of 
peace that did not at his death appear on 
the surface to be indicated. Mr. Harding 
contributed a notable service to the na- 
tion when he insisted upon and secured 
large economies in government expendi- 
tures, and put the finances of the govern- 
ment on a sounder and better basis than 
they had ever been before. Not only did 
he balance the budget promptly, but the 
economies effected soon resulted in an ap- 
preciable reduction in taxation. The part 
he played toward forcing the final elim- 
ination of the twelve-hour day in our in- 
dustrial life was no less conspicuous a 
service.

our best beloved presidents.

something of a parallel between him and 
Mr. McKinley. particularly in their hu- 
mility of mind, in the simplicity of their 
lives, their moral honesty and their tragic 
removal from the presidency, for Mr.

Of all the silly laws proposed or en- 


acted by the late^amented legislature, the 
statute limiting the height of build- 
ings is about the worst. A far more sen- 
sible law would have been one forbid- 
ding the legislature to pass more than 
100 bills at any one session. There is no 
more sense in saying that- buildings itf 
Milwaukee, where business congestion is 
unavoidable, shall be limited to 125 feet 
or that buildings in Appleton shall be lim- 
ited to 100 feet than that a dwelling 
should belimited to one story or a fann- 
er's barn should be allowed to have only 
two lightning rods. 


Building construction today is fire 


proof. Tall buildings are as safe against 
accidents as 16^ ones! But the facts are 
that the legislature did- not enact this 
meddlesome law for purposes of safety, 
convenience or utility. It passed the bill 
to protect the capitol buildings from air 
encroachment by tall buildings. The aes- 
thetic taste of the gentlemen down there 
with long whiskers and grave spectacles 
was outraged by this prospect. Their eye 
for beauty got the better of them and in 
order to save its object of adulation .they 
applied their aestheticism to every city in 
th« state. If there were not'a courthouse 
or a jaiLto safeguard against the sky line, 
there might be a statue or a fountain.

OUR NUTRITIVE REQUIREMENTS 


M. Hindhede, director of the Danish State Labor- 


atory for Nutrition Researches, Copenhagen, is one 
of the world's greatest authorities on human nutri- 
tion 
H« solved the rationing problem for the peo- 


ple of his country during the great war. He writ's: 
"The experiences of Denmark during the rationing 
show how easy it is to procure nourishment, enough 
if people only limit sufficiently animal production. 
He holds that milk is not nearly so essential for 
adults as Professor McCollum and others in Amer- 
ica have taught. Hindhede bases his opinion upon 
experiments^ just as McCollum and other recognized 
authorities in nutrition do. but the Danish expert 
naively remarks: "\Vhile_ others experiment with 
rats, rabbits and pigs. I experiment with men. 
And in expressing his views on milk in the olet he 
«ays: "When McCollum places milk higher than 
vegetables as 'protective food.' one may be certain 
that he experimented with pigs and rats. Especially 
regarding the question of protein, I do not think u 
is permissable to draw conclusions from rats ana 
pigs to men." It is a matter of course that such 
rapidly growing animals have a comparatively larg- 
er requirement of protein. . . •" 
It has been commonly accepted in this country 


that an adult requires a minimum of about two 
ounces (60 grams) 
of protein in his maintenance 


ration daily. Hmdhede's assistant. Frederick Mad- 
<=°n. lived for one year on potatoes and margann. 
for six months on whole rye bread, maragin. prunes 
sugar and starch; for six months on barley meal 
porridge made with water, maragin and sugar, and 
for two years on bread, potatoes, cabbage soup and 
fruit soup without fat. All of this was for the ob- 
ject of determining the minimum protein require- 
ment for an adult and the minimum fat requirement 
for an adult. Madsen was not the only test objec. 
Hindhede has always had at least two persons un- 
dergoing these nutrition tests, and he has induced 
himself and his whole family in these experiment. 
He now asserts that the protein minimum for a 
grown up strong man is 20 grams (about two-thirds 
of an ounce) of digestible potato protein. His test 
subjects found that a diet of nothing but poUoes 
and margarin agreed well with them, but Hindhede 
carefuly indicated that a condition is that the wa- 
ter in which the potatoes are boiled be ingested, .or 
th» wat»r contains important mineral salts and vit- 
amins. The potatoes are therefore peeled before 
thev are boiled, for cleanliness. Perhaps it would 
be far better to bake the potatoes and eat the sKins 
with the potatoes. 
Housewives in the habit of 


throwing away the potato water are throwing away 
money, food, and health. It should be used for mak- 
ing soup "or in other ways.

sissippi, went overland 
from

state to California, taking with him 
his slave, a. negro boy named Archy. 
At Sacramento he hired Archy out. 
but finally, designing to return 
to 


Mississippi, put the slave aboard a 
Sacramento river steamer with) the 


i intention 
of sending: him 
to 
San 


Francieco and thence to Mississippi in 
charge of an agent. 


The boy escaped from the boat, but 


Stovall had him arrested as a fugitive 
slave by the 
Sacramento 
chief of 


police, who refused in turn to deliver 
him into the hands of his master. 
Stovall began habeas corpus proceed- 
ings, and the matter, which attracted 
great 
public 
attention 
because 


Archy's was the first and probably 
the only -case of a. slave's being 
brought voluntarily into the State, 
came before the supreme court for 
adjudication. Judge Burnett, who had 
been the first governor of California 
after it became a state, and who was 
born »n the south and was suspected 
of 
strong 
southern 
sympathies.

Backs New Trout Law 


By B. A. CLAFIN 


I have just finished reading an arti- 


cle written by Fred Bradford Ells- 
worth, in which he criticizes the new 
fish laws of-Wi.econsin. • 


He says he Is nonplussed. 
Will you kindly permit me to say a 


few words in defense of thevnew laws 
Insofar as they govern" speckled and 
rainbow trout fishing? In so doing 
you may rest assured 
that 
I 
am 


voicing th? ppinion of the overwhelm- 
ing majority of 
experienced 
trout 


fishermen of this part of Wisconsin 
at least, and there are lots of them. 


I have discussed the 'matter with a 


great many who are well qualified to 
tpeak on the subject and have no fear 
of the result. 


Allow me to say further that I be- 


liex'e I am personally responsible for 
this new enactment so far as It ap- 
plies to trout fishing only. for. while 
in attendance at the meeting at Madi- 
son of the conservation commission 
last year. I urged the former head 
of the commission to put forth all 
efforts possible to have the size limit 
.removed from trout of all kinds, and 
received his assurance that it would 
be done: and that he considered it the 
very best suggestion he had had up 
to that time as tending toward prac- 
tical conservation. 


I hope I will not be misunderstood, 


for when I took this matter up with 
the commission at Madison I had no j 
desire to see any change made in the 
laws governing the taking of any 
game fish other than trout. 


Now note carefully this—Mr. Ells- 


worth says in the article referred to, 


trout are a very delicate fish, and 


when the hook is extracted, invariably 
die from the Injury received." 


We heartily agree -with him, there- 


fore our contention that the new law 
Is practical and badly needed, and we 
ar* sure that all experienced fisher- 
men will likewise agree. 
Therefore, 


such being the case, why should it be 
unlawful to retain a trout under sev- 
en inches if practically all of them 
died when once hooked? Is that .not 
slightly contradictory? 
" 
v- 


Further, we are 
not allowed 
to 


pollute a stream by throwing 
dead 


fish or offal into it, and the hooked 
trout practically all 
die after being 


returned to the stream! Consistent, is 
it not? 


Further again. Inasmuch as we can 


not very well prevent the small fish 
from striking. Is It conservation to be 
forced to kill perhaps a hundred fish 
under a certain size in the hope of 
securing say one female with several 
thousand eggs In her because she is 
of legal size? That Is .exactly what it 
means as the speckled trout spawn in 
the late fall. 


We must not assume that all fish- 


ermen arej crooked and law violators 
—far from that. 
v 


Personally I have fished trout for 


many years and many are the times' 
1 would have been more than satis- 
fied to have caught twenty-five trout 
and called It a day. irrespective of the 
size of the fish. Also, under the old 
law. many are the days I have caught 


and killed a great many more than 
twenty-five, but left the stream with 
not over a half dozen "legal sized" 
fish. 


Think it over gentlemen.

Remember. I who write, am not 


thirty years old. 


As a young- man without experi- 


ence I sometimes asked myself if 
some spirit from another order of 
beings than my own had not been 
slipped into my human carcass. It 
seemed to me that none'with whom 
I came in contact was built on. or 
near, mjr own pattern, for I had'.only 
met one person as yet—my mother— 
who did not suffer from the malady 
of a bad conscience.
